thousand barrels a day over the next . 
few months, according- to Frank Phil- 
lips president of the Phillips Petrol- 
eum Co., one of the largest ol produc- 
‘ing companies. With crude demand 
running heavier than ever before. 
reaching a peak estimated at 2,500,- 
000 bbls. daily by the late summer, 
he looks for heavy withdrawals of 
crude refined oils. 

“It is probably hazardous to ar 
predictions on oil many ‘months in 
advance,” Mr. Phillips said, “but we 
,cannot overlook the fact that a year 
ago we had seven major pools loom- 
ing. Today, there is not one flush pool 
of any importance on the horizon. 
Barring early ‘discovery of. major 
pools, with operating conditions per- 
mitting rapid development, we are 
certain to have to draw heavily ‘on 
stocks by early summer, ws

PLANTING CUTTINGS 
ANP SEEDL ANGS| 
When your cuttnigs are received 
‘they should be soaked for a few days | 
in water, putting putting: them in 
butts down, leaving only one inch un- 
covered at top. Watch carefully for | 
little swellings on cuttings. Each one 
means a root ready to grow. This is 
\the time for planting—do not wait 
until the little white roots appear or 
you will be too late. The cuttings are 
then ruined. Seedlings and-all rooted 
bushes should be soaked in water for 
a day before planting, and if the 
ground is dry, puddle lots of water in- 
to the soil, tramping it well around the 
bush. 


I find the best way to plant cuttings 
or seedlings is to plow a furrow quite 
;deep and plant seedlings one inch 


|plant firmly. Soil must be packed 
close to root.
